The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: There is no mention of the oval or diamond shaped apertures. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the oval and diamond shaped 
apertures as stated in claims 7 and 8 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claims 7 and 8 are objected to as failing to provide a drawing showing their structure of 
oval and diamond shaped apertures. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blair. 

Blair discloses a baking tray compring a horizontal, planar base, an angled support (one 
or all of the side and end walls), at least one aperture for inserting sticks (the apertures 20-26 on 
the side walls), the baking tray seems capable of being used in s conventional or a microwave 
oven. Re claim 5, insofar as a triangular shaped support is claimed with exactly two sloped sides 
and no third side, Blair discloses a triangular shape with any two adjacent side and end walls 
being sloped and angled with respect to each other as viewed in plan. Re claim 6, each side or 
end wall is hinged at the top edge to a rectangular frame. Re claim 9, applicant describes 
horizontal and vertical axes of which the apertures have axes of any configuration desired. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Blair. 

Blaif fails to disclose the oval and diamond shapes. It would have been obvious to 
modify the shape of the apertures to be any shaped desired as a matter of aesthetic design in 
order to make the baking tray more desirable and pleasing in appearance.
